pulsing all the attacks of the Germans. Hard fighting is con 
hnumg in Borjemow west of Warsaw, while in Galicia the 
Russians are engaged in action along a 100-mile front from 
Uukla pass-to the town of Wyszkow, almost directly south o 
Lumberg in the Carpathian mountains. 


It is admitted here that the heavy attack by Austrian forces 


against the Russians when they attempted to drive their way 
into Hungary have forced the Russian troops to retire severa 
miles'to the north where reinforcements have resulted 
slight successes for the Russians.
